Truman Asks For Health Insurance 


WASHINGTON, (P)—President Truman asked Congress 
again today to vote compulsory medical insurance as part 
of a national health program. 

In a special message, Mr. Truman said the “traditional 
method” of paying for medical care “cannot meet the health 
needs of today.” 

He recommended that Congress provide for a system of 
government payments of medical bills from a fund to be 
collected by special taxes,

The statement on a conference of the two leaders at 
Hangchow came .as -Gommunist armies were streaming al- 
most at will on broad fronts south of the Yangtze river on 
both sides of this capital. |

meeting, was given full command of all Nationalist forces. | 
He also be¢ame minister of national defense, replacing | 
Gen. Hsu Yung-Chang. |

LONDON (By Airmail) in 
terrupt the series on Great Seals 
to comment on the sentencing of 
Ernst von Weizsaecker, former 
undersecretary of state in the Ger- 
man foreign office and later am- 
bassador to the Vatican, by the 
United States tribunal in Nurem- 
berg. I believe this is a miscar- 
riage of justice. 

Herr von Weizsaecker has been 
in prison for many months an@ a 
mere nominal sentence, making it 
coextensive with what he has al- 
ready served, would have satisticd 
the prosecution. Instead he got 
seven year. 

But Baron von Weizsaecker is 
a special’ case and any sentence, 
in the opinion of this columnist— 
and of british diplomaiists most 
familiar with German affairs—is 
unjustified. In these circles there 
is considerable discomfort over 
the baron’s impriscnnienc. 

Herr von Weizsaecker never was 
a Nazi. Lord Halifax, tormer Brit- 
ish minister for foreign affair, 
himself intervened in his behalf, 
and for good reasons. For von 
Weizsaecker, through persons in 
London, warned the British foreign 
office of Hitler's war plans. He 
warned that the opposition in cide 
Germany could do no more without 
strong British resistance. He hoped 
that such resistance would stop 
Hitler—as it might have done, by 
encouraging the opposition in 
Germany itself and certainly 
overstepped the limits of his office 
out of concern for the fate of 
Europe. It is to be regretted that 
his warnings were not sufficiently 
heeded in London. 

If the baron committed any 
crime, it was to remain in office 
under the regime; but that he re- 
mained there for the sake ot 
whatever good he might do, is, 1 
think, unquestionable. The German 
opposition—all of whcse leading 
figures were executed, and there- 
fore could not speak for him— 
counted him as belonging to them- 
selves. And it ig well to recall that 
a number of these remained in of- 


ficee—-for the same reason von 
Weizsaecker did—until arrested 
by Hitler. 


He was properly acquitted of 
aggressive war against the Sude- 
tenland—-which country was hand- 
ed ‘Hitler, anyhow, by agreement. 
But he wa; convicted for “crimes 
against humanity” in not “oppos- 
ing or preventing” the forcible 
movement of Jews to concentra- 
tion camps, where they were ex- 
terminated. 








That von Weizsaecker could 
have done anything to “prevent” 
‘the atrocities for which he was 
charged as an accomplice is un- 


mans went to the gallows for cp- 
posing Hitler. Some were, or had 
been, in high office. But none 
could “prevent” the regime's mas- 
sacres. To oppose would mean to 
join the concentration camps’ in- 
mates; it would save nobody. Von 
Weizsaecker could only have re- 
signed—-and thereby opened his 
post to a Nazi. 


This columnist, 
concerned about 
justice, and about the double 
standard of morality that has 
grown up in judging citizens of 
one country or another. The anti- 
Soviet Russian Victor Kravchenko, 
recently ‘won his case fcr libel 
against the French Communist re- 
view, les lettres Francaises. But 
the judgment referred to “the just 
and severe’ reprobation which, 
from a national point of view, al- 
ways follows whoever abandons 
his country.” 

Weizsaecker did not abandon 
his country, but within the limits 
of his opportunities tried to con- 
travene its policies. Among other 
things, he tried to hold off the 
attack on Poland. And when it 
comeg to atrocities against Jews, 
the most sensational testimony in 
the Kravcheko case came from 
Margarete Buber, widcw of the 
German Communist leader, Heinz 
Neumann. She fled with him from 
Hitler to Russia, saw her husband 
led away and disappear forever 
because he was suspected to be 
hostile to Stalin’s pact with Hit- 
ler, suffered herself for years in a 
| Russian concentration camp, and 
jthen was delivered over to Hitler 
by the Russian police. She waz 
Jewish, and this must stand as 
one of the most cynical crimes 
against Jews in the history of this 
war. 

The aim of the Nuremberg trials 
was to create new standards cf 
international law. Such standards 
demand common criteria of judg- 
ment. It seems to this columnist 
that such standards were over- 
looked in the case of Baron von 
Weizsaecker. Had Hitler known 
of some of his diplomatic move, 
he would have been grezly en- 
dangered. And to condemn men for 
mere acceptance of conditions 
which they have no means of 
changing is to show lack of under- 
standing of the nature of the to- 
talitarian state:

NEW YORK, (P)—The U. S 
senate controversy around the 
Malmedy massacre trials will pro- 
duce one unwelcome outcome—it 
will create a new post-war German 
military here. 

He is Col. Joachim Peiper, 
handsome young former adjutant 
to SS Chief Heinrich Himmler. 

This tough-minded storm troop- 
er, now under sentence of death, is 
a symbol to many hero-loving Ger- 
mans of the war they lost. And 
from the allied point of view, he 
is a dangercus man for this rea- 
son: he isn’t the type the German 
people should ever come to regard 
as a martyr. 

A senate subcommittee is now 
investigating the Army's prose- 
cution of Col. Peiper and 72 other 
German soldiers. They were ac- 
cused of murdering 750 American 
prisoners and 150 Belgian civilian 
in the wintry battle of the Bulge 
in 1944. 

The American Army's quect for 
justice in this situation has -been 


as confused as was the battle of | 


the Bulge itself. But unlike the 


battle, it has had no decisive im- | 


pact for 
mind.

The original trial was held in the | 


Nazi concentration camp at Dac- 
hau, hardly a scene renowned for 
justice. 

Of the 78 defendants 43 were 
given death sentences. But since 
then there have been two official 
investigations of the trial. One 
was military, one was by a civilian 
commission. And in a final review 
of the matter Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
reduced the death sentences to six. 
Of the other 67 originally con- 
victed, 20 are under life sentence, 
34 serving shcrter prison terms and 
13 have been freed. 

And now a senate subcommittee 
is hearing testimony that confes- 
Sions were obtained by physical 
cruelty and psychological fear in- 
duced by “mock trial3."

Some thirty five “miscellaneous” 
Upland city employees go to the 
polls Tuesday to vote on amend- 
ments to their pension plan.
